United States Circuit Court at St. Paul 
' Orders It Dissolves-Sweeping Decision 


in Which Every Contention of the 


Government is Upheld. 


Decree Ordering the Dissolution of the Giant Corporation Filed 


in St. Louis and St. Paul—Prevents Combination of the Stand- 


ard Oil and Seventy Other Concerns Affiliated With It 


From Restraining Trade—One of the Most Not- 


able Decisions in the History of the Nation. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 20.— The gov- 


ernment wins its suit against ',he Stan- 
dard Oil company. 
The United Stales 


Circuit Court today ordered this corpor- 
ation to bo dissolved, it being an ille- 
gal 
corporation. 


The ease WHS heard in the United 


States Circuit Court at St. Louis, ih 
April, 100!), by Circuit .Judges Sanborn 
of St. Pniil, Viiiidev.intcr of Cheyenne, 
Hook of Lcavcnworth and Adams of St. 


Louis. 


Judge Sanborn of St. Paul, the pre- 


siding, judge, wrote the opinion and the 
decree in Which nil things concur and 
sent them with a concurring opinion of 
Judge Hook to Judge Aflanis 
at St.' 


Louis, who filed them and entered the 
decree in that city this morning. 


The case was argued by Frank Ti. 


Kellogg of St. Paul and Charles B. Mor- 
rison of Chicago, for' the United States 
and John 0 Milbnrn of Buffalo, David 
T. Watson of PiU.«bnrg, Moritz Rosen- 
ihol of Chicago and John 0. Johnson 
of Philadelphia on behalf of the defend- 
ants.

interests it involves. The evidences fill- 
ed 21 volumes and occupied more than 
10.0UO printed pages and the arguments 
of counsel more than .'1,000 printed pag- 
es. 


Judge Sanborn's Opinion 


The nature of the case and the char- 


acter of the decision appear from 
the 


syljabus of Judge 
Sanborn's 
opinion, 


which reads in this way: 


"Congress has power under the com- 


mercial clause of the constitution to 
regulate and restrict the use in com- 
merce among the several states and with 
foreign nations of contracts,

"If its necessary effect is only inci- 


dentally or indirectly to restrict that 
competition while its chief, rcsuit is to 
foster the trade-.and increase the busi- 
ness of those who make and operate it, 
it docs not violate that law. 


"Hut if its necessary. effect is to sti- 


fle or directly, nnd ^substantially to re- 
strict free 
competition 
in' commerce 


among the states'or with foreign na- 
tions it is illegal .within the meaning 
of that statute. 


"The power' to restrict competition iu 


commerce among .the several states or 
with foreign nations vested in a per- 
son or an association of persons by a 
combination in' indicative of the char- 
acter of the combination.'because it is 
to the interest of the parties that such 
a power -slioultl ' bo exercised, ivn<i the 
presumption 'is that it will be.

.purchase and selling prices of petroleum 
and its product * which :tll these corpora- 
tions should pay and receive iu the con-

tions. Since that exchange of stock, the 
seven 
i n d i v i d u a l defendants have been 


and arc stockholders and officers ol the 
Standard company of New Jersey, which 
lias exercised, and is still using, that 
power, ami by its use it has prevented 
and is still preventing, competition in 
commerce among f l i c states and with tor- 
eign nations among these corporations. 


Held: 
The transaction constituted a 


combination and conspiracy in restraint 
of. and to monopolize, commerce aiming 
the states aud with foreign nations iu 
violation of sections 1 ami - of the'a-nti- 
trust net of July 2. ISllli. and the gov- 
ernment is entitled to an 
injunction 


against the further continuance and op- 
eration thereof." 


Enjoins Defendants. 


The decree enjoins diii seven imlividu,. 


al defendants, the Standard Oil company 
and 
its subsidiary corporations 
from 


continuing or currying into ell'ec! the il- 
elgal combination they have formed and 
from entering into any like combination 
or conspiracy the e.ll'cct of which will lie 
to. restrain interstate cuiiimeree in pe- 
troleum or its products, o: to prolong 
the unlawful monopoly of such commerce 
obtained by the defendants us .stated ill 
the decree and they arc forbidden by tho 
defendants as slated iu the Jooive.- tnul 
they are . forbidden -from engaging • or 
continuing, in interstate commerce .uutil 
they discontinue, their illegnl combina- 
tion.

Has a Wide Scope. 


Judge Sanborn ill his opinion says: 
••This is a suit brought by the United 


States to enjoin the Standard Oil com- 
pany of New 
Jersey,

coiitin'-i'ig an alleged illegal combina- 
tion in restraint of 
commerce

man"anti trust act of July 2;'1890, -6 


stat. 200. 


The provisions of that act pertinent 


to the Kssiies in tluVcase are: 


(Section 1)—"Every contract, 
combi- 


nation in the form of trust or otherwise 
or conspiracy, in restraint of trade, or 
commerce, among the several states, or 
with foreign nations, is Jiereby declared 
to lie illegal.'' 


(Stcti'on 2) 
Every person who shall 


monopolize, or attempt to monopolize, or 
combine or conspire with any other per- 
son, or persons, to monopolize any part 
of trade or commerce among the, several 
states or with foreign nations shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor." 


(Section 8) 
"The word 'person' 
o.- 


•persons' wherever used in tin's act i'nall 
b« deemed to include corporations nml 
associations." 


Repeated discussion and consideration 


of the purpose and meaning of this act 
have established, by controlling author- 
ity beyond debate in this tribunal, these 
pertinent rules for its Interpretation and 
application to the facts of this case. The 
test, of the, legality of x contract or 
combination under this act is its direct 
n'ml necessary effect upon competition in 
interstate or international commerce. If 
the necessary ell'ect of a contract, com- 
bination or conspiracy is to stifle, or di- 
rectly and substantially to restrict free 
competition in commerce 
among 
the 


states or with foreign nation*, it is a 
contrast, combination or conspiracy in 
restraint of that trade and it violates 
this law. The parties to it are presum- 
ed to intend the inevitable result of 
their acts and neither their actua! intent 
nor the reasonableness of the restraint 
imposed may withdraw it from the de- 
nunciation of the statute. 


The exchange of the stock or shares in 


the ownership 
of competitive 
corpora- 


tions engaged in interstate or interna- 
tional commerce for stock or shares in 
the ownership of a sing'c corporation the 
iiecessitv of which is a direct and sub- 
stantial restriction of competition in that 
commerce constitutes a combination in 
restraint of commerce among the states 
or with foreign nations that is declared 
illegal by this law. 


"The business of the defamlanu is the 


production and the purchase of petrol- 
eum, its storage, or its transportation 
from the producing wells to refineries, 
the refining of this oil and the transpor- 
tation and ,-ule of its products to pur- 
chasers in this and other countries.'1 


History of Standard Oil Co. 


The court here inserts a history of the 


formation of the Standard Oil company, 
beginning in lnii."> when John D. Rocke- 
feller owned a refinery in Cleveland, ().. 
aud later absorbed by its successors in 
1S70, by the .Standard Oil company of 
Ohio, with a capital of $1.000,000. 
The 


opinion continues: 


"Between the organisation of that cor- 


poration in 1870 and April S. 1S79, Hen- 
ry H. Rogers, John I). Archbold. Oliver 
11. Payne and Charles M. Pratt, associat- 
ed themselves with the Rockefellers and 
l-'Iaglcr and became stockholders in this 
corporation, ami the seven defendants 
and their associates increased the num- 
ber of its stockholders to 37, its capita! 
stock to .-?3,")Oli.OOO. the value of its prop- 
ertv to a much larger sum ami acquired 
for the stockholders of that corporation, 
by the purchase of property conveyed di- 
rectly to it. by the exchange of its stock 
for stock <ii other corporations ami for 
interests in partnerships, and by placing 
the title to the business anil property ob- 
tained in new corporations, organized to 
hold them and then vesting I he title to 
a majority or all of their stock in var- 
ious individuals in trust for the stock- 
holders 
of the Standard Oil company, 


more than 40 competitive refineries lo- 
cated 
respectively in Cleveland. 
Pitts-

The method of divi-ion :ind distribu- 


tion of these stocks adopted by

trustees is described ir. the opinion and 
the court continues: 


"But the receipt by the assignee of 


his share of the stock of anyone of 
these companies was conditioned by the 
terms of the assignment upon his ac- 
cepting his .-hare of the stock of all of 
them. 
This method of distribution ap- 


pears to have deterred many of the hold- 
ers of trust certificates from surrender- 
ing them and accepting their shares of 
the stocks. 
The individual defendants,, 


however, ami their more intimate asso- 
ciates, surrendered their trust certifi- 
cates and took sufficient shares of the 
stocks to aggregate a majority of the 
stock of each of the twenty companies 
and secured to themselves the control 
ami management of all the companies m 
that way until the year ISM.'' 


One of 20 Companies 


"In that year the defendant, the Stan- 


dard (til company of New Jersey, a cor- 
poration was one of 20 companies. The 
par value of Us capital .-tock was $10.- 
000,000. Its charter was then so amend- 
ed that it was empowered 10 do all 
kinds of mining, manufacturing, trad- 
ing and transportation business to ac- 
quire, hold, vote, sell and assign shares 
of capital stock and to carry on its 
business in all parts of the world. 
Its 


capital stock was increased to $100,000,- 
000 and the stock of the other nineteen 
companies was exchanged for the stock 
of the. Standard Oil company of Xew 
Jersey so that the latter company suc- 
ceeded to the legal title to the major- 
ity of the stock of the 10 companies and 
thereby to the management and con- 
trol of those companies and of nil the 
companies which they controlled. Hence- 
forth in this discussion the Standard 
nil company of New Jersey will be call- 
ed the principal company and the com- 
panies then and thereafter controlled the 
subsidiary companies. 


"Between 1S99 and the filing- of the 


bill in this case in Nov. 1906, the af- 
fairs of the principal company and of 
the subsidiary companies 
have 
been 


managed by t'hc former as the business 
of a single person. Subsidiary compan- 
ies have come and gone at its bidding, 
but it still holds the control of more 
than 30 of the chief companies whose 
management was committed 
to 
it in 


1890. The par value of the capital stock 
of these companies in 1S99 was about 
$100,000,OCO. In 190S it was more than 
.«150,000,000.

In the character of its branches the 


cedar resembles an aged larch, but in 
some of its finest examples its limbs rath- 
er recall the majestic oak. The wood is 
whiter and moderately soft and for econ- 
omic use is fnr inferior to the timber 
of the cypress. 


From the earliest time they have been 


used in Jewish architecture. They were 
so employed for Solomon's Temple and a 
supply from the same source was obtain- 
ed for the building of the second temple. 
They were used yet once again, probably 
for the last, in Constantino's Church of 
the Nativity at Bethlehem. 


Although the best possible cure is being 


taken of the cedars, still they continue 
to decrease, and it is to be hoped that in 
some way the "glory of Lebanon" will 
again make glad the heart of theJew as 
he rejuvenates the "Land of Promise.''

degrees below,** could. have had some 
serious -conseguences.; In two crossings 
all our supplies Jwere->safely landed on 
the north"< shores',, and from there the 
lead had a more picturesque effect. 


For a.tlinVtthis-'hugc separation in 


the pack '.was • aijmystery to me. 
At 


first sight'therw seemed to be no good 
reason for .-its existence. Peary had 
found a similar break north of Eobe- 
jeon channel. 
It seemed likely that 


•what we saw was an extension of the 
name lead following at a distance the 
general trend of the northernmost land 
extension. 
1 This is precisely what one finds on 
jri smaller scale wherever two ice packs 
Ic'ome together. Here we have the pack 
«f the central polar sea meeting the 
[land ice. 
The movement of the land 


Ijack is intermittent and usuaJly along 
the coast. The shallows, grounded ice 
find projecting points interfere with a 
ete-ady drift. 
The movement of the 


Central pack is quite constant and al- 
most in every direction. 


The 
ti<1es, the currents and 
the 


.•winds each give momentum to the 
Boating mass. This lead is the break- 
ing line between the two bodies of ice. 
It widens as the pack separates, nar- 
irows or widens with an easterly or 
westerly drift according to the pres- 
•ore of the central pack. 
Early in 
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search one seal blowhole was found 
and an old bear track, but no alga or 
other small life was detected in the 
water of the crevices. At the big lead 
a few algae were gathered, but here 
the sea was sterile. The signs of seal 
and bear, however, were encouraging 
for a possible food supply. In return- 
ing the, season would be more advanc- 
ed, and the life might move north- 
ward, thus permitting an extension of 
the time allowance ot our rations. 


Though the heat of toe sun was 


barely felt, its rays began to pierce 
the eye with painful 
effects. 
The 


bright light .being reflected from the 
spotless surface of the storm driven 
snows, could not long be endured even 
by the Eskimos without, some protec- 
tion. The amber colored goggles that 
we had made at Annootok from the 
glass of the photographic supplies now 
proved a priceless discovery. 
They 


effectually removed one of toe greatest 
torments to arctic travel. 


The darkened or smoky glasses, blue 


glasses and ordinary automobile gx>s- 
cles had all been tried with Indifferent 
results. They failed for one reason or 
another, mostly because of an insuf- 
ficient range, of vlsiou or a fnulty con- 
struction, making it impossible to pro- 
ceed more than a few minutes without 
removing the accumulated condensa- 
tion. 


Relief In Amber Glasses. 


This trouble -was entirely eliminated 


in our goggles. 
The amber 
glass 


screened only the active rays which 
injure the eye. but did not interfere 
with tbe range of vision. 
Indeed, the 


eye. relieved of the snow glare, w 
better enabled to see distant objects 
than through field£lasses. It is fre- 
quently most difficult to detect icy 
Irregularities on cloudy days.

amber glass also dispels tbis-trouble

Land Clauds Still Visible. 


i Satisfactory observations nt noon on 
btfarcb 24 gave our position as latitude 
83 degrees -31 minutes, longitude 06 
Begrees 27' minutes. The land clouds 
bf Grant -I/and were still visible, and 
B low -bank -of mist in the west occa- 
sionally -brightened, offering an outline 
suggestive of land. This we believed 
to be Crocker Land, but mist persist- 
ently screened the horizon and did not 
odor an opportunity to study the con- 
tour. 


Until midday the time was used for 


observations and a study of tto land 
conditions. The dogs sniffed the *fcr as

We were not only relieved of tbe pain 
and fatigue of snow glare, but the 
amber color gave a touch of cheer and 
warmth to our chilled, horizon of blues. 


So thoroughly were we In love wills 


these goggles that later -they were 
worn while asleep, with the double 
object of screening the strong light 
which passes through the eyelids and 
also to keep tbe forehead warm. 


On this march In the early part of 


the afternoon the weather proved good 
and the Ice, though newly crevnssed. 
Improved as we advanced. The late 
start spread our day's work close to 
the chill of midnight, and before we 
were quite ready to camp there were 
signs of another gale from the west. 
Little sooty clouds with ragged edges 
scurried along at an alarming pace, 
and beyond a huge smoky bank blact- 
ened the pearly glitter. 


Suitable camping ice was sought, 


and in the course of 90 hour an Igloo 
was built. 
The structure wns built 


stronger than usual, 
Double tiers of 


snow blocks were placed to the wind- 
ward and a little water was thrown 
over the top to cement the blocks, 
The dogs were fastened to the lee of 
hummocks, and the sleds were secure- 
ly lashed and fastened to the Ice. 


We erpected a hurricane and had 


cot long to wait to taste of its bitters. 
Before we were at rest in our bags 
the wind brushed tbe snows with a 
force inconceivable. Tile air thickened 
with rushing drift. In a few moments 
the dogs and sleds were buried under 
banks of snow and grent drifts en- 
circled the igloo. The cemented blocks 
of our dome withstood the sweep »f 
the blast very well, but many small 
holes were burrowed through the snow 
wall, permitting some drift to enter. 


Early in the morning, after, a rush. 


of but n few hours, the storm ceased 
as suddenly as It came and left a still- 
ness which was. appalling. 
The dogs 


soon began to howl desperately, as if 
attacked by a bear, and we rushed 
out, seeking guns, but there was.no 
approaching creature. 


It was a combined signal of distress. 


The storm driven snows had burled 
and bound tuem In unyielding frost 


ithey..had partly uncovered themselves", 
'but by trace and harness they were 
frozen to hardened masses, so much 
so that few. could rise and stretch, 
which Is a severe torment to dogs, aft- 
er a storm. 
We freed their traces, 


beat the cemented snows from their 
furs with sticks, and their curling tails 
and pointed noses told of common trrat- 
Ituda. 


As we skirmished about for a little 


•tretch ourselves the sun rose over the 
northern blue, flashing the newly driv- 
en snows in warm tones. The temper- 
ature during tbe storm rose to 26 be- 
low. but uow '.he thermometer sank 
rapidly below 40. Thc west was still 
smoky, and the weather did not seem 
quite settled. It was too early to start, 
so we disrobed again, slipped into tbe 
bags and sought a quiet slumber. 


A few hours Inter we were rudely 


awakened by loud explosive noises. 
Looking' about, nothing unusual was 
detected about the igloo, and a peep 
through the eye port gave no cause 
for the disturbance. It was concluded 
that the Ice was cracking from the 
sudden change of temperature In quite 
tbe usual harmless manner, and we 
turned over to prolong the bag coin- 
forts. 


Then there came a series of thun- 


dering noises, with which the Ice quiv- 
ered. Ahwelah arose and said that 
the house wns breaking. I turned to 
rise and sank into a newly formed 
crevasse, which up to that moment was 
bridged by snow. A man in a bag Is a 
helpless creature, nnd with water be- 
low and tumbling blocks of snow from 
above pressing one deeper nnd deeper 
the case was far from humorous at n 
temperature of 4S below. 


Still, the boys laughed heartily. Their 


hnnfls, however, were quickly occu- 
nled. 
Ahwelah grubbed my bag and 


rolled me over on snow of doubtful 
security. They then slipped into furs 
with electric quickness and tossed the 
things out on safe Ice. 


In the extreme cold the water froze 


In sheets about the bag. ;ind when tlio 
ice was beaten nfF tho reindeer skin 
was, to my pleasure, found quite dry. 
A few moments mure of sleep and we 
might nil have found a resting place 
In the chilling deep. That experience 
kept ufi CM- or watchful for the dangers 
of the spreading Ice in all cairns after 
storms. 


The .ice about was much disturbed.
